Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
discussed amending claims 1, 8, and 10 to include the limitations of claim 2 so as to place the claims in condition for 
allowance. Prior art to Cooper was noted as being applicable to the current invention, but failed to disclose that the 
interior region has no open pores, as recited in claim 2. Examiner also proposed removing the phrase "...and mixtures 
thereof" from claim 3 for purposes of clarity. Applicant's representative agreed to the proposed amendments and 
Examiner asserted that the amendments would be made by way of an Examiner's Amendment.
